During tlie mining season of 18T9 i shaft was sunk 
on No. 2 location to a dopth of 114 feet from tho sur- 
face, the size of tho shaft being 7 ft. by 31ft. in tho 
clear. Tlio shaft runs through rock which had to be 
blasted the entire distance; It has been thoroughly 
timbered throughout and is secure and commodious. 

At 100 ft. from the surface a crossklrive 6 ft. by 3J 
ft. In the clear was run. At a distance of 33 tL from 
tho shaft it cut into a body of quartz, on which a 
level was run 20 ft. Tho quartz extracted was found 
to be much broken and mixed with bedrock, doubt- 
less caused by the movement of the country rock 
which has apparently broken and disintegrated the 
vein at that level.

Tlie directors are of opinion that It Is advisable to 
sink the shaft at least 200 ft. deeper before running 
any cross-drifts. To accomplish tills It will bo neces- 
sary to place steam power on tho mine; they there- 
fore recommend that tho funds of the Company be 
llrst devoted to that purposo and that arrangements 
lie mode for the purchase of engineatul pumps of the 
requisite capacity and to place them on the ground 
with as little delay as possible. 

The improvements made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment In tho Cottonwood Canon will enable boats 
cu)Hiblc of carrying machinery to reach a point within 
9 miles of the mine; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructed, which would enable machlnory to be 
placed on the ground at a reasonable cost.

The government organ, nt last awak- 
ened to the importance of the matter, 
condescended in yesterday's issue 
to treat the grave constitutional 
difficulty which we have been 
nstrumental in bringing to public no 
tice, in a manner more befitting the 
importance and solemnity of the ques- 
tion involved. It is pleasant to ob- 
serve the chango that has come over 
the organ in the short space of forty- 
eight hours, and to find that a subject 
at which it "larfed consumedly" on 
Wednesday it treats with so much 
gravity on Thursday ns to ask us to 
cite precedents and produco authorities. 
Here arc its very words: — 

"There can bo no doubt that if the 
local House is duad, as our contemporary 
'desires to mako it appear, there is neces- 
sity for action on tho part of tho ox- 
ccutive to remedy the evil, but it must 
first be shown that such is tho case." 

As the articles that appear in tho 
organ, if not actually written by the 
Ministers themselves are at least 
revised and approved by them 
before they appear in print, wo are 
justified in assuming that in the 
above extract the executive abjectly 
confess they are groping in tho 
dark — that they do not know whether 
the omission to further prorogue tho 
House is or is not fatal to the existence 
of that House. They ask The Colonist 
for precedents that will guide them to 
a decision. To be enabled to furnish a 
precedent that would tit the case' ex- 
actly we should have to fish up from 
the depth of English or Canadian 
history evidence to show that thero 
ever existed in either of those countries 
a government that for imbecility, care- 
lessness, negkctfulncss, indifference, 
.laziness and (yes, why not?) ignor 
ance could match the trio who 
rule the roast at James Hay. 
We cardidly state that this Minis- 
try stands alone in its glory — if 
glory it be to habitually neglect the or- 
dinary routine of public business. 
There is absolutely no precedent where 
a shameful neglect of public duty by 
Ministers of the Crown has brought 
about a state of things similar to that 
which exists here. There have been oc- 
casions when the hand of affliction 
rested heavily on an English-speaking 
nation, and when it was found neces- 
sary to adopt extraordinary but per- 
fectly legitimate means to preserve the 
I if o- of a parliament by "further pro- 
roguing" it before tho date to which it 
was last prorogued had expired; but let 
us say to the Miuisters there is no pre- 
cedent or authority to show that when 
a proclamation or prorogation was al- 
lowed to expire that 'it was ever re- 
newed. There is absolutely no prece- 
dent for so serious a departure from 
the beaten path of constitutional law 
and custom. No government has over 
before taken so great a liberty with a. 
tiniehonored constitutional practice or 
allowed a House to die on its hands. 
The moment a difficulty arose it was 
met and overcome, and a further pro- 
rogation secured on or before 
tho day upon which the pre- 
ceding proclamation expired. Black- 
stone defines prorogation as a 
vontitiiiance of Parliament from oue 
session to another; and if there is no 
prorogation how can the House be said 
to continue 1 The meaning of the 
word signifies to "prolong" or "pro- 
tract," and the failure to further pro- 
rogue from the 9th of August is, in 
the opinion of men well versed in con- 
stitutional law, fatal to the existence 
of the House — even supposing the 
Governor's authorization was obtained 
on or before the 9th of August, which 
is extremely doubtful. But we do not 
propose to furnish authorities for the 
government. They are paid — and well 
paid, too— to attend to the public husi- 
nsss, and it is their duty to look into 
such matters for themselves, and to 
adopt the only course that is left — viz: 
to order a new election; failing which 
they will stand in danger of having 
all the legislative work of next session 
declared — like their rules of court — "a 
perfect nullity." 



Tho Lost Financial Year. 



Gambotta, Kakas an "All Hot" Speech. 

Paris, August 25. — The article of 
the North German Gazelle on Oambet- 
ta's speech at Cherbourg has produced 
some sensation here. The Eepnbliqiie 
Francaise (Ganibetta's organ) replies 
in moderate but firm language. It dis- 
claims any intention on the part of 
France to disturb the peace. Provo- 
cations have come during the past ten 
years, not from France, but from Ger- 
many. The Republique Francaise. at- 
tributes the articlo to a wish to justify 
the enormous German armament. 
Other Republican papers write in the 
same strain. 

Vienna, August 25. — The article in 
the North German Gazette, comment- 
ing on Gambetta's utterances at Cher- 
bourg, caused a sensation here. Its 
firm, but moderate language, is gener- 
ally approved. 

London, August 25. — The Times, in 
a leading editorial, upholds Gambetta's 
speech, which it says is, under the cir- 
cumstances, neither rash nor provoca- 
tive of any irritation. The only point 
of comfort in the challenge of tho 
North German Gazette is tho avowal 
that Germany will never again inter- 
fere in the political affairs of France.

The results of the financial 'year 
which closed on the 30th -Tune, 1880, 
have boon looked for with . much not 
unnatural interest. The Opposition 
papers have been exercised greatly, 
and tho Finance Minister has been 
overwhelmed with a rich exuberance of 
bad language because he did not pub- 
lish imperfect returns. At last tho 
suspense is ovor, and our contemporar- 
ies are welcomo to feast upon figures 
and fortify themselves for tho discus- 
sion. The Canada Gazette of to-day 
contains tho statement of tho finances 
of the year ending June 30th ; and we 
proceed to indicate what it shows. The 
figures themselves and tho nature of 
the discussion regarding them point out 
the method of proceeding. 

(1.) The cause of the delay: The 
Opposition have been very indignant 
at the delay in publishing tho figures. 
Tho delay was not very unusual, we 
believe ; but, oven if unusual, it was 
proper and honest. When we state 
that if the returns received up to tho 
30th Juno had been published at onco 
they would havo shown an apparent 
surplus of §492,234, we shall at onco 
indicate to all honest men tho reason 
why they were delayed, It would have 
been silly and useless to deceive the 
country ; and the Opposition would 
have spread abroad the notion that Sir 
Leonard Tilley had been trying to 
snatch a moment's applause from a 
deluded public by printing misleading 
returns.

(3.) Tho Minister's estimates: The 
estimates of the Finance Minister for 
the year 1879-80 wore twice stated to 
Parliament, in 1879 and in 1880, in 
the budget speeches. In 1879 tho 
Customs fsr 1878-9 were calculated at 
$12,640,000, less §500,000 collected in 
that year on goods entered in advance 
of the tariff for consumption in 1880. 
Iu 1880 the Customs revenue was cal- 
culated at §14,500,000, inclusive of 
that §500,000 collected, as pointed out, 
in the previous year ; but it was found 
that instead of being $500,000, the 
sum actually paid in for Customs in 
advance of the tariff' and really due to 
1880 was §700,000, and the Exciso 
3600,000 ; in all §1,300,000. That the 
Minister is entitled to this in the dis- 
cussion of his revenue, pince it was 
used in the calculation of his estimates, 
is a fact in financial discussion which 
Sir Kichard Cartwright and his friends 
will not deny.

At n meeting of tho Stockport Board 
of Guardians in England :t few days 
ago, attention- was drawn to the prac- 
tice of giving relief indiscriminately to 
tramps. Two instances which had just 
come under notice were mentioned. 
One was a meeting of two women who 
were overheard by a lady. One said 
"How much has thee got to day ?" The 
other said, "Fifteen shillings, after u 
good deal of rambling about. How 
much has thee got 1" "Five shillings, 
but I havo not been much about." An 
other case was that of a man who stood 
on one of tho bridges in the borough, 
and then entered a public house, had 
some drink, and got his copper changed 
for silver to the extent of 7s. 6d., and 
boasted that within two hours ho had 
collected that tnnount. 

The train which recently conveyed 
the Lord Mayor and his party from 
London to Scarborough, July 111, con- 
sisting of one engine and six carriages, 
left King's Cross at 1.39, and ran 
straight through to Grantham, a dis- 
tance of 105 miles, at an average rato 
of G2A miles an hour. 

At'Ottery St. Mary, on the 5th hist, 
a remarkable case enmo before the 
county magistrates. William Arthur 
Hoarc Smitl^ was summoned for as- 
saulting the Rev. YV. B. Clurucy by 
horsewhipping him. The defendant, 
while at Windsor, was engaged on the 
royal farm, and held a commission in 
the Buckinghamshire Militin. Lately 
he returned to Wimple, where his 
father is an agriculturist, well known 
throughout England for his writings. 
On a Sunday he attended the church 
with his wife, and Mr. Gurney, the 
curate, preached from "The wages of 
sin is death," adducing illustrations J 
thereof. Next day the defendant's | 
father and mother called upon the 
rector, complaining of the sermon, and 
intimating thnt the curate should suffer 
for it. Subsequently the curate, ac- 
companied by his churchwardens, was 
on his way to Mr. Smith's to explain, 
when the defendant mot him, charging 
the curate with having "preached nt 
him." Tho curate denied that the 
sermon was intended to have any but 
general application; but the defendant, 
producing a riding whip, castigated 
him severely. At the court yesterday 
all charges on both side were with- 
drawn, and the magistrates dismissed 
the summons on an apology being ten- 
dered and £25 paid to Exeter hospital.

In the formation of this deficit sev- 
eral striking elements havo been at 
work, to which the attention of the 
reader should be directed, There has 
been, for instance, a large increase this 
past year in the Savings Bank and 
Post Office deposits, the deposits being 
over two millions and'a quarter in ex- 
cess of the withdrawals ; but as this 
increase of interest is caused by tho 
operation of so useful tin institution as 
the Havings Bank, in 'which the earn- 
ings of the people arc invested; no one 
will complain. Then again, there was 
necessarily a largo expenditure on rail- 



Some months since we mentioned 
that a duel had been fought in a house 
in the Rue ties Ecoles, Paris, between 
a young cavalry officer and a student 
at the Kcoles des Mines under the fol- 
lowing somewhat curiotiscirciimstances. 
The militaire in question, M. de Mont- 
ford, who is attached to the Saumur 
Cavalry School, being in Paris on leave, 
wont to dine in company with another 
young fellow, M. de Villarnon, and a 
fair friend, Mdlle. Clemence Cliajmis, 
at a bouillon on the Boulevard St. 
Michael, frequented, according to the 
expression of the latter, by the most 
comme il /ant ladies of the quarter. 
All were enjoying their repast when a 
certain M, Protche, n pupil of the 
School of Mines, sat down at an ad- 
joining tabic and began to "make eyes" 
at Mdlle. Chapuia Her host gradu- 
ally grew more and more impatient at 
these marked signs of Mi Protche's ad- 
miration, and on an angry remark from 
its object he got up and wont to the 
table at which his annoyer was sitting 
and expostulated. A discussion en- 
sued, M. de Montfort presented his 
card, and in the result the whole party, 
accompanied by some friends, adjourn- 
ed to Mdlle. Chapuis' apartments in the 
Rue des Ecoles to fight the matter out 
with swords. Tho encounter took 
place by tho effulgent light of three 
candles and an oil lamp, M. de Mont- 
fort eventually receiving a couple of 
wounds which laid him up for a fort 
night. Matters were kept dark for 
some time unti'i the fnir cause of tho 
duel unluckily happened to quar- 
rel with her waiting woman, and in re- 
vengo the latter informed the polico of 
all the facts of the incident to which 
wc havo referred. The consequence of 
tho betrayal was the appearance before 
tho Eighth Chamber of the Tribunal of 
the Seine on Tuesdsy last of tho incul- 
pated parties, the two principals and 
their seconds. After examining the 
defendants and hearing their defence 
by their counsel, on the ground of 
boyish folly the court acquitted M. de 
Montfort of the charge of assault and 
battery, and decreed his releaso without 
having to pay costs. MM. de Protchu 
and de Villarnon were sentenced to 
pay a fine of 100 fr. spocie and three 
others of '25 fr. each. — London Globe.

The Saaitary Bylaw. 

A municipal bylaw introduced at a re- 
cent meeting of the City Council by Coun- 
cillor Boyd consolidates and amends the 
various measures relative to nuisances 
and sanitary matters. It provides, inter 
alia, that any person throwing or deposit- 
ing rubbish, offal, dirt, carrion, etc., in 
any thoroughfare or public placo in the 
city, or causing any such matter to go 
stroani, well or water-course, or 
putting tho samointostichapositionthat it 
may run into tho harbor, shall, upon con- 
viction, be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing §20 for each ofl'enco. The same re- 
striction applies to proprietors of slaughter 
houses, stables and manufactories. No 
person, subject^o a like fine of $20, shall 
be permitted to empty a cess-pool or 
move along tho thoroi ghfaro any night 
soil or other objoctionahle matter between 
tho hours of G a.m. and 11 p.m. No per- 
son carrying on tho business of a wash- 
house shall permit or allow any of tho 
water used at such establishment to run 
into any street or upon any lot within tho 
city limits. Nor shall it bo lawful for 
any person to let or suffer to lid occupied 
any room unless it contains at least ;i84 
cubic feet of spaoo for each occupant; or 
unless such room has it window made to 
open in a manner to be approved of by the 
Board of iloalth and hits adjacent; to 'it 
necessary out-houses and appurtenances.

Sawney Beano, and the Terrible Tale 
of Hia Saookine Seels and Those 
of. the Members of Sis Numerous 
Family. 

The following story is taken from a 
law book which is considered good au- 
thority, and was complied from the 
criminal records of the Courts at Edin- 
burgh, Scotland: 

History contains no parallel to tho 
horrible cruelties and robberies that 
were committed by one Sawney Beane, 
a Scotchman, in the reign of King 
James the First, before he came to the 
crown of England hy the demise of 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Sawney Beano was born about eight 
or nine miles eastward of tho city of 
Edinburgh, in tho country of East Lo 
thian, of parents who wont a hedging 
and ditching for their daily bread, and 
who brought up this, their bloody- 
minded child, to tho samo occupation; 
but as he grew up, his disposition to 
idleness not permitting him to follow 
j an honorable employment, he left his 
father and mother, and ran into the 
country, where following a most wick- 
ed course of life, and taking up with a 
woman as vicious as himself, instoad 
of living in any city, town or village, 
they took up their lodging in a rock by 
the sea side, on the shore of Shiro Gal- 
way, where they lived for upward of 
twenty-five years, having both children 
and grand-children in that time, whom 
they brought up so wickedly that they 
never separated, kept no other com- 
pany but themselves, and supported 
themsolves entirely by robbing, and, 
what was worse, they never committed 
a robbery without a murder.

Tho Disousslon of tho Expulsion by 
Hia Lo&go of an Indiana Fastor. 

Cincinnati, July 26. 
Masonic circles in Indiana aro much 
exercised over a matter growing out of 
the Chainey heresy. Chainey was pas- 
tor of the First Unitarian church of 
Evansvijle, Ind. Becoming infected 
with rationalistic views, he startled his 
congregation one night by a declaration 
that he had lost his faith in God; that 
public prayer by him was mockery; 
that the hymn-booki of the church 
would serve a better purpose if sold for 
waste paper, and that, if ho continued 
bis ministry, it must be on that basis 
of belief. Mr. Chainey was member 
of Reed Masonic lodge, and for some 
years was its chaplain. Soon after the 
delivery by him of a sermon of rational- 
istic tendencies, efforts were mado to 
have him arraigned beforo the 
lodge for infidelity. No formal 
steys were* taken, however, until 
about a month ago, when he was serv- 
ed with a summons to appear and 
answer to charges and specifications, 
several in number, tho most important 
of which charged him with denying the 
existence of God; saying that prayer 
was a hideous mockery, and uttering 
words in contempt of Masonry. The 
last was not sustained, but the others 
were, and he was expelled for "un- 
Masonic conduct" in uttering false 
thoughts, doubts and opinions. Mr. 
Chainey was absent, but was repre- 
sented by counsel, who filed what may 
be termed a demurrer, claiming that 
the charges did not constitute a Ma- 
sonic offence. The demurrer was 
over-ruled, and a plea of not guilty 
was entertained. Upon that plea issue 
was joined. His sermon was offered 
and accepted in evidence. Oral testi- 
mony was heard and expulsion follow- 
ed. Two other Masons, who indulged 
expressions of like belief, arc expect- 
ing to bo expelled, and one has already 
been summoned for trial.

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISINQ A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. 

1. Do it enacted by the Mayor ami 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in the year 1880 upon all real and 
personal property mentioned in tho aa- 
sessm't ^i; roll in force in tho City an equal 
rate of eight-tenths of one per cent, on 
tho assessed value thereof as appears by 
the said roll. 

3. Tho aforesaid tuxes shall bo due and 
payable by the person or persons liable 
for the same to the Collector for tho Mu- 
nicipal Council at his ollice in the City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1870, 
so far as tho same relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of ei^ht-tentlis of ono 
per cent, in the year 1880 upon the as- 
sessed value of tho real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in tho assessment roll 
for the time being in force is hereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of the said rate for the year 1830 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
doalt with in the same manner and be as 
valid in all respects as if the samo had 
been made after tho passing ot this By- 
law and under the provisions thereof. 

5. The special rate imposed by the 
Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
Bylaw, 1877, and by tho Bylaw to author- 
ize tho raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continue to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to the purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws respectively. 

0. The annual tax authorized to be as- 
sessed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Uoad Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
the Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to bo assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to the 
rates and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of tho general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 "Tho Victoria Revenue 
Bylaw, 1879," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word "throe" immediately 
before the word "calendar" in the last 
line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
tho word "one." 

8. Schedule A of " Tho Victoria Reve- 
nue Bylaw, 1870," is hereby amended by 
inserting therein after tho words "Every 
proprietor or managorof any theatre with- 
in the City limits for a single entertain- 
ment $5" the following words " and for a 
week $15." and by inserting therein after 
the words "and for the minor exhibitions 
for single entertainments §2 50 " tho fol- 
lowing words "and for a week 87 50." 
And by striking out the figures §10 after 
the words " every commercial traveller " 
and inserting in lion thereof the figures 
820. 

9. Tho Victoria Revenuo Bylaw, 1870, 
as amended by the Victoria Amendment 
Revenuo Bylaw, 1870, and by this Bylaw- 
shall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxes imposed thoreby shall continue 
to be collected thereunder. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited as tho Re- 
venue Bylaw, 1880.
